l/Sgt was assigned the above listed Complaint Register number for investigation. I/Sgt made 
several attempts to contact the complainant, victim and witnesss in this matter in order to schedule 
personal interviews, l/Sgt obtained a copy of the 015th District Tactical Assignment Sheet for Team 
1561 for 26 July 01,2nd Watch, and which revealed that the accused members (P/0 Seaberry & 
Huertas) were assigned to Beat 1561D, 2nd Watch with C.P.D. vehicle#3017 (IL license#M-114752; 
Attachments#2, 3 & 4). 
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The complainant alleges that during this incident, two male Black officers were the accused 
members. It should be noted that P/0 Huertas is of Puerto Rican descent. Both of the accused 
members were served with Notification of Charges/Allegations, Adminstrative Proceedings Rights, 
and Waiver/Request For Counsel forms (Attachments#7 through 12). l/Sgt received written reports 
from both accused members-emphatically and catergorically denying the allegations set forth by the' 
complainant (Attachments#13 & 14). 

l/Sgt located the complainant and before the interview could commence, l/Sgt was immediately 
advised by the complainant that he (the complainant) no longer wanted to pursue this matter against 
the accused officers. Thecomplainant also advised l/Sgt that the witness and victim in this 
matter(complainant's^^^^^^^^H declined to pursue the allegations against the accused 
officers. l/Sgt obtained a signed letter of declination from the complainant. Based upon the reports, 
statements and interviews taken with respect to this Complaint Register investigation, l/Sgt 
concludes this investigation with the finding and recommendations listed below.
